Or planets, from woest (o east nround
the sun. It Ix belleved that Uranos
rotntes backward on s nxis also,
Moreover, the nxls of that great,
wtrnnge globe les In wuch a divection
thut In the course of lix year. which
e aqual to elghty four of our years,
the sun whilves almost porpemdicolarly
firat npon one pole and then upon the
other,  Meagured by our time stand.
ard, there are forty yenrs of constant
daylight, followed by forty years of
unbroken nlght, around the poles of
Urinuw.  And the sun rlses 1o the
west ol wets In the east there.  But
the wun looks very small when viewed
from Urpnus - anly one fouehundredth
